London, July 15.—A dispatch ftom Paris to

ments of Spain and Japan have arranged 
an offensive alliance against the United 
States. 

The terms of the understanding, which ts 
for the mutual protection of Cuba and Ha- 
wall, provide that in the event of an active- 
ly @ggressive movement on the part of the 
United States tending toward interference 
in Cuban affairs or persistence tn the an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands both Spain 
and Japan shall declare war simultaneously 
against the United States and shall make 
hostile demonstrations along both the At- | 
lantic and Pacific coast lines of that country.

that Japan and Spain expected to get to- 
gether. When the President started for 
‘Nashville the treaty was only in the air. 
When he returned to Washington the treaty 
was all ready to sign, and it is said that the 
friendliness of Japan and Spain caused the 
President to take action. 
Wish to Secure Delay. 

It is said at the department that the dip- 
lomatic purpose of the combination, if it has 
actually been formed, is to secure delay in 
ragard to both Hawaii and Cuba. The the- 
ory would be that this country would be 
afraid to concentrate its navy either in ihe 
Pacific Ocean or in the West India waters. 
The difficulty in operating the combination, 
according to naval experts, is that Spain and 
Japan from their position, would fiud it 
more difficult to cojperate than it would be 
for the United States to overwhelm each 
singly. No one here believes, alliance or no 
alliance, that Spain would dare to declare 

war against the United States with the pro- 
posed annexation of Hawaii as the causus 
belli. On the other hand, Japan, with all 
its semi-civilized rashness, would hardly 
care ta fight the United States to preserve 
Spain's sovereignty in Cuba. 


Could Have but One Result. . 

“If either Spain or Japan could combine 
with a power like England or Germany,” 
said a member of the Senate Foreign com- 
mittee, “it would amount to something, but 
two weak powers would only drag each other 
to destruction. If Japan has actually made 
this alliance and makes one public threat 
against the United States there will be but 
one result, and it will be swift and certain. 
Hawaii and Cuba will become parts of the 
United States by the same executive and 
legislative act. The Cuban insurgents have 
no better thing to hope for than a Spanish- 
Japanese alliance, and the same thing !s 
equally true of the Dole government in 
Hawail. The resentment which would be 
created in this country’ by a confirmation of 
tonight’s story from Paris would sweep 
Cuba and Hawaii both into this country, and 
nothing could stop it. I believe that the 
diplomatists of Spain are too sharp to be 
caught in an alliance whose effects in this 
country it is so- easy to predict, and there- 
fore I doubt the news entirely, and have 
doubted the story since it was first started.” 

Point Out the Improbability. 

New York, July 15.—[{Special.]—A special 
to a New York paper says: The State de- 
partment dismisses contemptuously the 
Paris story of a Spanish-Japanese alliance.

The possession of For- 
mosa, costly as it has been, has merely 
whetted her appetite-for territory, and she 
desires possession of the Philippines far 
More than Hawali. The Philippines are 
more than a thousand miles nearer to her, 
are many times larger, richer, and more 
populous. We have suspected Japan of aid-

GOMEZ ALONE HOLDS OUT. 


Advices at Washington that the 


End Is Near. 


INSURGENTS ARE GIVING UP. 


Will Weleome Any Proposition Look- 
ing to Peace. 


GOMEZ ISSUES A PROCLAMATION. 


Washington, D. C., July 15.—[Special.]— 
A strong disposition on the part of many sub- 
ordinate leaders in the insurgent army to, 
end the war by acceptance of autonomy. 
is reported from Cuba. Gomez, personally, 


clings to the hope of independence, but he 


is almost alone. 

“The air is full of talk of the. reforms,” 
writes one who has been formeost among 
the Havana sympathizers with the insur- 
rection. He adds that there is danger of 
many of the leaders of the smaller bands 
surrendering and claiming amnesty at once 
unless something is done to restore the 
fighting spirit. Spain is very tired of the 
war, and now it appears from the corre- 
spondence received here the insurgents will 
welcome any proposition that will permit 
them to lay down their arms, with an as- 
surance of local self-government. : 

The State department has received ad- 
vices of this tenor from official sources. 
Minister Woodford said to a friend today 
that the duties before him were being sim- 
plified by the changed situation in the isl- 
and. He expressed himself as feeling 


| strongly hopeful that the war will soon be 


brought to an’‘end in such a way as to give 
the Cubans autonomy without friction be- 
tween Spain and the United States. 

A very cheerful feeling prevails at the 
Spanish Legation: The officials there have 
nothing to say, but they show by their man- 
ner that they think they see the termination 
of the Cuban incident approaching. 

The talk of the Washington representa- 
tives. of the Cuban Junta is less warlike 


than it has been. It inclines more toward 


compromise. The spirit fs very different 


from that which has prevailed. 
Gomez Issues a Proclamation, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Havana, July 14, via Key West, July 15. 
(general Gomes has issued 'a proclamation 
to the people of the Island of Cuba, in which 
he declares that he will soon be in the 
Province of Havana with the main force of 
the Cuban army from Santa Clera Province. 

The General explains the reason for his 
movement westward in terms similar to 
those he employed in a recent interview 
on the boundary of Matanzas Province, near 
to’ 
world a plain proof of the mendacity 


| of dae Weyler in the assertions he has 


made that the war is important only in the 


eastern part of the island. Gomez praises | 


the splendid efforts of the Cuban army dur- 
ing the last six months in the Province of | 
Havana. 

At the gates of the Spanish capital itself 
the veteran General says he will thank the 
army for its services. He says ws 
the proposed Spanish reforms: 

** Spain might better stop all preparations. 
she may be making to grant reforms to 
Cuba. We will accept neither reforms nor 
home rule. We have had enough of Spanish 
promises during 400 years of oppression. 


Spain must know that this war is only for 
‘independence, 


and that the Cubans will 
rather die than yield to any other solution. 
The day we again lifted our ilag of liberty 
we wrote on it: ‘ Independence or death.’ ” 

Many copies of General Gomez's proclama- 
tion are circulating in Havana in spite of 
the vigilance of the Spanish police. The 
s}irit of hate against Spain is so intense 
that many Cuban women make manuscript 
copies of the manifesto and send them to 
the Spanish authorities and to prominent 
Spaniards at the-risk of their liberty or the 
lives of their male relatives. 

The plan of General Gomez is beginning 
to produce all the effect that the veteran 
warrior is aiming at. General Weyler has 
been obliged j/to return west to Cienfuegos 
and his vanguard is still no further east than 
Santa Clara. The eastern campaign of the 
Captain General has been practically aban- 
doned. 

The Town of few miles from 
Hayana City, has been attacked and taken 
by insurgent forces under Cardenas and 
Aranguren. The garrison surrendered after 
a short resistance. The Spanish guerrilla 
forces, which operate around Managua, es- 
caped to Havana, saying that the town was 
full of insurgents, who numbered at least 
3,000 men. 

The insurgents, following their usual tac- 
tics, remained in the town all of last Fri- 
day, and retired on Saturday morning, tak- 
ing away all the munitions of war and sup- 
plies in Managua. 

Another Cuban expedition has landed safe- 
ly in Cojimar, a suburb of Guanabacoa, near 
Havana. The arms and ammunition were 


delivered to the Cubans within sight of the | 


capital. 
The excitement over the arrest of cighty 


prominent Spanish merchants in Havana, 
which I reported this morning is becoming 
more intense. Sefior Lobe of the firm of 
Lobe & Torralbas was also arrested. The 
majority of the prisoners are now at liberty 
on bail, and the total amount of bail was 
over $150,000. 

The charge against them is that of aiding 
the rebellion, a “‘ crime’ ‘which hitherto has 
been punished by Weyler with death or 
deportation for life to the Chafanas Islands 
in the Mediterranean. 

Weyler’s friends here say that Sefior Que- 
gada, ex-Major of Havana and a prominent 
member of the Union Constitutional party, 
who was arrested, has been in similar t:ou- 
ble before. During the war of 1868 he was 
tried for selling food to the insu: gents. 

Agents of several of the prominent Span- 
jards arrested have gone to Key West to 
send cable dispatches to Madrid protesting 
against Weyler’s action. 

Attitude of Spanish Federalists. 

‘Madrid, July 15.—Yesterday the Federal 
party held thé annual féte in honor of the

istration of the Southern Illinois Pentten- 
tiary, aggregating many thougands of dol- 
lars, exists. ; 

Ex-Warden Schneider, ex-Clerk Havill, 
and the late commissioners were at the 
prison today going over the accounts with 
the present officers of the institution, and 
through the investigation now being con- 
ducted the facts —— to the shortage 
Jeaked out. 


Failure to Make Entrfes. 

So far as known the entire trouble lies In 
the failure of the late clerk to have made 
entries of goods sold at the prison and 
money received therefor. 

Fifty-five of the accounts remaining open 
upon the prison books at the time the pres- 
ent administration took charge were debt- 
ors to the prison in the sum of $5,200, and 
all of these apparent debtors claim to have 
settled the accounts. Checks from these 
parties, of which no entry can be found, have 
been discovered to have been cashed in 
Menard, Mount Vernon, and St. Louis, and 
a number of them were cashed at the sa- 
loons of Frank Nagle and Steinwender and 
Sebler in St. Louis since last October. 

From railroad shipping bills now in 
prison office it is found that 250,000 bric 
were shipped under the late administration 
for which no charge has been made. 

' More than 28,000 gross of pearl buttons 
are said to have been shipped from the insti- 
tution for which no account appears, and 
checks purporting to be in payment for 
pearl buttons have never been entered upon 
the books. 

Cancelled Checks Turned Up. 
* Claims presented by Warden Tanner to 
the Menard Manufacturing company to bal- 
ance their account were met by a receipt 
in the shape of a canceled check for $2,500 
from the Menard Manufacturing company to 
the Southern Illinois Penitentiary, and which 
| had been cashed at the First National Bank 
of Chester on Oct. 31, 1896, and of which no 
entry upon the books in ahy manner had 
been made. 

In addition to the fact that a large number 
of accounts have not been posted since 1895 
a general shortage in the cash account 
amounting to $1,863 appears. 

Further evidence of crookedness is found 
in bills from a St. Louis cigar house for 
electrical supplies and chickens purchased 
and from a liquor house for sawdust and 
* cash advanced for sundries.”’ 

It is understood that a complete investi- 
gation will be made and a more definite 
statement of the alleged shortage made in 
the near future. — 

Known at Springfield. 

Springfield, Ill, July 15.—{ Special. }]—When

Mr. Rend 
wants the settlement left in the hands of any 
three United States Court Judges, to be se- 
lected by the miners’ officials alone or by the 
| miners and operators jointly. He says the 
plan will be accepted by a majority of the 


readily agree to it. 

The one man, he says, who will oppose this 
or any other plan which promises a speedy 
end to the strike is W. P. De Armit, who has 
recently suggested a plan te settlement 
with such conditions attach as are con- 
sidered to effectually prevent arbitration. 

Dolan Denounces De Armit. 

Vigorous denunciation of W. P. De Armit’s 
attitude in the strike difficulty was backed 
up by ‘telegrams received by Mr. Rend as 
follows: 

* Pittsburg, Pa., July 15.—W. P. Rend, 
Chicago: We have no confidence in De 
Armit's proposal. He knows 97 per cent 
of: the operators will not sign agreement 
of his kind. He wants to mislead the public 
and deceive his miners and keep them at 
work, while other miners hunger or starve

Another telegram wag received from a 
big Eastern operator, who said: 

** De Armit’s offer Is an insulting mockery. 
Everybody here undergtands his little 
scheme.”’ 

Mr. Rend said yesterday: 
strike ended on any equitable and fair terms, 
and I am willing to take the chance of finan- 
cial loss. I have no conditions to impose. 
I am willing to agree te anything which 
will end the trouble and avert bloodshed and 
violence, which is sure to come sooner or 
later. 

“The confident predictions im today’s 
daily press as to the early adjustment of 
the miners’ strike rest, I think, upon solid 
foundation. 

“There may be men who want to see the 
strike prolonged in order to realize profits 


“T suggest the plan 6f leaving the 
ment to three United States Judges, because 
it seems the fairest and shortest way to a 
peaceful solution. 

Challenge to De Armit. 

“I challenge W. P. De Armit to accept the 
plan without conditions. My interests in the 
business are larger than his, and if he is as 
honest in his wish to end the strike as he 
would have the public believe let him ac- 
cept. 

*“*I believe, however, that the strike must 
be settled in some way without the aid or 
counsel of W. P. De Armit. The operators 
and miners both ‘fear him even bearing 
gifts.’ They regard his plans and promises 
as the plans and promises of falsehood. In 
the science of plausible pretense he is thor- 
oughly skilled, and without a superior. He 
‘would deceive even the very elect. He did 
mischief enough by his conduct In 1894, and 
now the country is being thrown into fresh 
turmoil! by his evil ways. . 

** If possible some means must be found to 
bring this strike to a close before tt does 
much further harm. The atrikers thus far 
have been strangely t and long-suf- 
fering. How long can such a state of affairs 
endure? . 

Menace to Public Peace. |

‘“* In 1808 De Armit cut loose from the other 
operators and forced his men after a long 
lockout to accept prices below the scale, 
This action led up to the strike of 1894. 

“ During the last three years the Miners’ 
union and also the operators In the Pitts- 
burg field have unitedly tried to bring the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Coal company 
up to the standard rates.

Hunt, M. A., on behalf of the Egypt Ex- 
ploration society. 

The Very Rev. George Granville Bradley, 
M. A., D. D., LL. D., Dean of Westminster, 
gaid: “‘All I know. about the manuscript 
recently found in Egypt and said to contain 
what purports to be the words of Christ is 
what I have seen in the papers. The dis- 
covery is an interesting one, but I fail to see 
that it has“any value other than archeeolog- 
ical. From what I have read all that is 
claimed for the manuscript is that it dates 


back to the second or third century. I sup- 


pose that it is merely some early extracts 
from the gospels or other religious work of 
that day by some pious early Christian for 
his own use. 


Discovery Can Have No Value. 


, “Such manuscripts were doubtless quite: 


common in those days, and probably every 


,Caristian man and woman who could read 


had one or more of them for his or her per- 
sonal use and meditation. From what I 
have read about it the manuscript does not 


. Seem to differ materially from what we al- 


ready have of Christ's sayirigs in the gos- 
pels. Some are apparently paraphrases 
if not identicaily the same as. certain pass- 
ages in the holy scriptures. 

“The discovery can have no value as a 
help to the interpretation of the scriptures. 
It is curious and interesting and nothing 
more.”’ 

The Rt. Rev. Dr. Doane, Bishop of Al- 
bany, said: “I know very little about the 
matter. I have seen it mentioned in the 
papers and that ts all. It has not been dis- 
cused among the Bishops now in London in 
attendance on the conference. Our time is 

_ pretty fully occupied with business that has 
brought us here, and we have had no time to 
give to this matter. From the little I have 
seen about this manuscript in the papers 
I am inclined to doubt its value except as a 

. @urious relic of the early ages of Cnristian- 


: ity., It cannot possibly have any other kind 
of importance. Still, before pronouncing 
any positive opinion we must wait until the 


asnuscript has been examined by compe- 
mt judges and properly translated. But, 
._.ging merely by information we now have 
about it and its contents, I do not think that 
it will add anything to what we now know 
-about Christ and his teachings as we have 


Merely a Curious Relic. 


The Rt. Rev. Dr. Satterlee, Bishop of 
Washington, said: “‘I have read something 
about these words of Christ contained in 
manuscript found in an old tomb in Egypt. 


- it is said in what I read about it to date from 


150 to 300 A. D. That is a long time after 
the death and resurrection of Christ, and it, 


therefore, at best, can only be what some 


pious early Christian copied from one of the 
gospels in use in those days of the church. 
The holy gospels as we have them in Eng- 


lish are translations from equally early, if 
not earlier, manuscripts, which in their turn 


were copies. So, at least, we are bound to 


believe in the absence of proof to the con- 
trary or of original gospels written by the 
@vangelists or their contemporaries. This 
takes away all value from the newly dis- 
covered manuscript as an exegetical docu- 
ment. It is a curious and most interesting 


relic of early Christianity and nothing 


more, . 
“Rare and Ancient Curiosity.” 


*“ Yes, we have talked about this discovery. 
None of the Bishops I have talked with 
‘about it seems inclined to give the manu- 
script more importance thanIdo. Afterall, 
what does it purpose to be? Some fragment- 
ary words of Christ written out not earlier 
than the second century, no one knows by 
whom.

The Very Rev. William Farrar, D. D., 


Dean of Canterbury, was seen at the dean- 


ery this afternoon and said he had not yet 
seen the translation of the manuscript 
found in Egypt. He believed it was a most 


_{nteresting relic of early Christianity and 


more than a mere archeological curiosity, 
- even though it would probably have no exe- 
getical value. Such ‘“‘agrapha dogmata,” 
or unwriten sayings of Christ, were quite 
numerous. They were what had been hand- 
ed down traditionally among the early Chris- 
‘tians. 

“We have many such quite as old,” said 
he. “ Perhaps this was the latest discovery, 
which certainly was not older than the sec- 
ond century, perhaps as late as the begin-

AUSTRIA VISITED BY AN EARTHQUAKE 


Violent Shock Lasting for Six Seconds 
and Doing Considerable Damage 
in Laibach. ;

The Westminster Gazetté refers to Mr. 
Sherman's “ somewhat ugly dispatch and 
says: 
** Seals like silver get into American party 
politics. It is an ugly symptom that seals 
should be used to provide the new American 
government with means for a demonstration 
against England. The McKinley fovern- 
ment will inevitably disappoint the Ameri- 
can jingoes in the matter of silver, and 
thinks it necessary to clear itself of pro- 
British suspicions by striking a too heroic 
attitude in the matter of seals.”’ : 

The St. James Gazette says: ‘“ The publi- 
cation is a further demonstration of certain 
transatlantic methods of diplomacy which 
may one day involve consequences much 
more serious. The real gist of the situation 
is the fact that the United States considers 
that kind of language safe. But it is not 
safe, and after some affront more or less 
flagrant we may some aay find that we can- 
not yield to them, and then might arise a 
situation of the greatest peril.”’

STRAMER YALE WILL TRY CHICAGO. 


Engineer Wilson of the United States 
Army Will Watch the Vessel’s 
Passage Up the River. 


General Wilson, Chief of Engineers of the 
United States army, is expected here on his 
tour of inspection the same day that the 
largest steamer ever entering the Chicago 
River will try to go up the South Branch as 
far as Fourteenth street for a cargo of grain.

EDWIN WALDO IS MISSIN 


HOME AT LAKE GENEVA. 


Had Been Using—Searching Parties 
Scouring the Country Around Will. 
iams Bay—Formerly Secretary of 
the Central Relief Association in 
Chicago—Broken in Health—Friends 
Hope He Will Return All Right. 


Information came from William 
Wis., yesterday, that Edwin Waldo, mt 
was the guest of C. Cc. Boyle of Chicago at 
his summer home there, had wandered away 
and disappeared. On Wednesday he started 
in &@ rowboat for the cottage of Mrs. Wil- 
raarth. Later the boat was found near a 
point on Lake Geneva known as Duck Hole. 

Waldo’s vest was found in the boat, and 
this caused his friends here and at Lake 
Geneva great. anxiety, as it was known 
he was subject to attacks of propulsive 
epilepsy, during which he wandered aim- 
lessly and at great risk. 

Mr. Waldo came to Chicago from the 
East in 1893 and for a time was Secretary 
of the Central Relief association, organized 
after the closing of the World’s Fair. He 
worked hard and broke down in health. 
Then he disappeared while suffering from 
the malady referred to and was found in 
Florida after a long search. _ 


Lived in Hull House. 

While in Chicago Mr. Waldo lived at Hull 
House, and devoted much time and labor to 
the work carried on there. After leaving 
Florida he went to the East, and became at- 
tached to the university settlement in For- 
sythe street, New York City. Last week he 
came to Chicago on his vacation, and after 
spending a couple of weeks at Hull House 
went to Highland Park. He telephoned 
from there on Sunday that he would be back 
early this week, but he evidently changed 
his mind and went north, for the next heard 
of him was when the report of his disap- 
pearance came. 

Later information received at Hull House 
from Mr. Boyle was that Waldo had been 
seen yesterday morning and there was no 
particular cause for worry over him, as he 
would probably be found soon and cared for. 

A telegram to THE TRIBUNE says Waldo 
was seen on the observatory grounds early 
yesterday morning, but soon disappeared 
again. 

Searching parties, the telegram said, w 
searching the country for him. 


Did Relief Work in Chicago. 

Mr. Waldo is highly connected in the 
East and the work he accomplished here 
as the Secretary of the Central Relief asso- 
ciation in the hard winter of 1893-’94 gave 
him a reputation as an unusually success- 
ful organizer in works of charity and re- 
form. His. reputation in the university set- 
tlement work on the East Side in New York 
City was equally good. 

While tm Chicago he made many friends 
and had been pressed to spend'a portion of 
his vacation with some of them at Lake 
Geneva. The form of epilepsy of which he 
is a victim generally followed any hard 
work or slight illness and while suffering 
from it he wanders away, to the great wor- 
riment of his friends... But he has generally 
turned up safe and his friends here feel 
encouraged that he will turn up all right 
this time, especially since he was reported 
as having been seen yesterday morning. —

reference to their commercia] vajue ae unsafe and 
cangerous to public welfare and private interests. 
The addresses made by Messrs, Carlisle, 
Watterson, and others were equally clear 
and emphatic, The ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury laid bare the “ true inwardnexs ” 
of free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 when 
he stated that— 
The government can by an improper exercise 
of its power to coin money and enact legal tender 
laws deprive its citizens of their property by 
compelling them to accept in satisfaction of 
their lawful contracts something of less value 
than the contracts call for, but this is epoliation 


of one man for the benefit of another. 


Mr. Watterson spoke the truth when he 


declared that—

—" her fiscal system would at once become 
normal and healthy.” He volunteers the 
information that “ restrictions on the free- 
dom of trade ’’—especially when they tend 
to keep Canadian products out of Amer- 
ican markete—“ are a terrible blunder.” 

The first comment to be made on all this 
interested advice is that every independent, 
self-respecting nation makes its tariff to 
suit its ideas as to its own interest* That 
tariff may be for revenue or protection, or 
both, but whatever it is for it is framed with 
the intention of promoting the welfare of 
the nation which makes it. 

The United States has made and changed 


tariffs repeatedly’ during the last hundred 
years, 
for the consent of any other power or inti- 
mated that it would be grateful,for and 
would be governed by its advice. 


Never when doing so has it asked 


And when did France ever ask for the 


consent or advice of the United States in. 
changing her tariff? 


On the average she 
levies highcr tariff duties than any other 
power, unless it be Russia or Spain in Cuba, 
This country has not an article to sell which 
France does not practically exclude from 
her ports if it comes into competition with 
French products and its admission would 
injure French interests, Why should not 


the United States do the same thing—it it 


wants to? ‘ 
Silke and velvets are manufactured in the 


United States. ‘Then why should the duties 
levied on those articles be framed with a 
view ta favorin#the interests of the French 
manufacturers? 
New Jersey less deserving of consideration 
than those of Lyons? Are American inter- 
ests best consulted by building up manu- 


Are the manufacturers of 


factures abroad and depressing them at 
home? 

France never buys a barrel of American 
flour, a: bywshel of American wheat, or a 
pound of American meat or cheese when 
she can possibly help it. Whenever it looks 
as if some of the agricultural products of 
this country may enter France in spite of 
the existing tariff bars the duties on those 
products are raised at once so they may be 
kept out, 

The policy of France being such as it is 
it is intolerable impudence on the part of 
Frenchmen to find fault with American 
tariff duties because those duties may ex- 
clude French products and give work to 
some Americans. ‘Fhe remarks of the 
Canadian Premier are equally impudent. 
When has Canada ever favored the trade 
interests of the United States and framed 
her tariff in such a way as to promote 
them? 

If superior labor-saving machinery ena- 
bles American manufacturers to export 
fabrics to foreign countries that.is a leziti- 
mate advantage due to abler brains and 
better methods of production. The neutral 
markets of the world are not going to shut 
out American goods, the price and quality 
of which suit them, in order to help France 
punish the United States for not allowing 
that country to break down its industries 
and injere its business interests. 

The new tariff may, as one Frenchman 
alleges, “‘throw thousands of French out 
of work,” but it certainly will put at work 
thousands of Americans who have been 
idle or give more lucrative employment to 
men who have been working for very low

The Londen Globe appears to be a broth- 
erly sort of newspaper! Suggestions of the 
kind above can have no other purpose than 
to egg on these impudent and egotistical 
Asiatics to seize Hawaii and thus precipi- 
tate a war between the United States and 
Japan, and to induce Spain to make com- 
mon cause with Japan because Uncle Sam 
has not more actively sympathized with 
Weryler’s efforts .to starve and butcher Cu- 
bans. The good will displayed towards this 
country by the British paper is somewhat 
remarkable, though quite characteristic of

“TARIFF FOR REVENUE ONLY” DEMO 
CRATS. 


The sound money Democrats of Ken- 
tucky, who held their convention at Louis- 
ville. day before yesterday, declared them- 
selves in favor of the maintenance of the 
gold standard and also of “ tax lawe framed 
for revenue only.” Mr, Carlisle, in his ad- 
dress, referred to the faet that the Chi- 
cage convention had refused to declare for 
“a tariff for revenue only” as evidence 
of its abandonment of the principles of true 
Democracy to “purchase the support of 
protectionists.” 

When did the Damocratic party, which 
has put several tariffs on the statute books, 
ever put one there which did not give some 
protection to American producers und 
which could therefore be called legitimately 
a “tariff for revenue only”? The tariff 
acts of 184%, of 1857, and of 1894 were the 
handiwork of that Democratic party which 


which Calhoun was a member, _ ‘The men 
who enacted those laws were everlastingly 
talking about “ free trade” and ~ tarift for 
revenue only.” 
levied duties which gave some protection 
as well as some revenue. 

The Democratic tariff act now on the 
statute books was enacted while Mr. QCar- 
lisle was Secretary of the ‘Treasury.

intelligence enough to understand that any. 


duty levied on a competing foreign com- 
-modity protects, to the extent of the duty, 
the American producer of that commodity. 
And yet, while hurrahing for free trade, 
they have persisted in levying duties which 
gave protection. 7 

It has been in their power on different 
occasions to frame tariffs which sheuld 
be “for revenue only,” admitting free all 
competing goods and leyying duties only 
on articles not produced in this country. The 
Democrats never have availed themselves 
of those opportunities, but have persisted 
in imposing duties which gave some pro- 
tection to American producers, but which 
did not always supply the revenue needed 
by the government. 

So what do these sound money Kentucky 
Democrats mean when they declare them- 
selves in favor of “a tariff for revenue 
only ’’? -Are they sincere or are they sim- 
ply repeating an old party cry, which they 
do not believe in? When has the Demo- 
cratic party ever lived up to its “ tariff for 
revenue only” professions? Would it live 
up to-thera if given another lease of power? 
There is no reason to believe it would. 

So it would have been better for these 
Kentucky Democrats to say nothing about 
a “tariff for revenue only” or to declare 
that they are in favor of the collection of 
revenue by duties which are levied on com- 
modities not produced in the United States 
and which, therefore, cannot give protec- 
tion to any American industry.

But it seems he was engrossed in his reck- 
less exhibition of speed and, looking neither 
to the right nor left or in front, was 
forcing his wheel over the ground to the 
limit of his power. The police have been 
called upon repeatedly to suppress these 
reckless riders. Here is an oppottunity to 
aid the crusade by making an example of 
this flagrant lawbreaker. He must be 
caught and must be punished to the full 
extent of the law. No doubt he is secretly 
shocked at the result of this accident and 
naturally had no reason or intention of 
causing it, but that can constitute no 
excuse.

Is Shown in His Repreef to 
General Hunter, 


department of Kansas at the time this par- 
ticular letter was written. It seems he con- 
sidered himself dishonored by an appoint- 
ment to the rather obscure military post, 
and wrote te the President protesting 
against it. Lincoln’s characteristic reply 
was as follows: 

Exeeutive Mansion, Washington. D. C., 
Dec. 81, 1861.—Major General Hunter—Dear 
Sir: Yours of the 23d is received, and lam 
constrained to say it is difficult to answer so 
ugly a letter in good temper. I am, as you 
intimate, losing much of the great confi- 
dence I placed in you, not from any act or 
commission of yours touching the public 
service up to the time you were sent to 
Leavenworth, but from the flood of grum- 
bling dispatches and letters I have seen from 
you since. I knew you were being ordered 
to Leavenworth at the time it was done, and 
I aver that with as tender a regard for your 
honor and your sensibilities as I had for my 
own, it never oceurred to me that you were 
being humiliated, insulted, and disgraced, 
nor have I up to this day heard any intima- 
tion that you have been wronged coming 
from any one but yourself, No one has 
blamed you for the retrograde movement 


you gave General Cameron; and this.you 
could readily understand if it were not for 
your unwarranted assumption that the or- 
dering to Leavenworth must necessarily 
have been done as a punishment for some 
fault. I thought then, and I think yet, the 
position assigned to you is as responsible 
and as honorable as that assigned to Buell— 
I know that General McClellan expected 
more important results from it. My im- 
pression is that at the time you were as- 
signed to the new Western department it 
had not been determined to replace General 
Sherman in Kentueky, but of this I am not 
certain, becattse_the idea that a command 
» in Kentucky was very desirable and one in 
the further West undesirable had never oc- 
curred to me, You constantly speak of be- 
ing placed in-command of only &0u0, Now, 
tell me, is not this mere impatience?

“I have been and am _ sincerely your 
friend, and if as such I dare to make a sug- 
gestion I would say you are adopting the 
best possible way to ruin yourself.

He 
who does something at the head of one regi- 
ment will eclipse him who does nothing at 
the head of a hundred. Your friend, as 
ever, A. LINCOLN " 

Nothing could have been better calculated 
to allay the feelings of personal wrong 


time. That he thought so himself is shown 
by the following words, written by the dis- 
satisfied General on the big yéllow envelope 
in which the letter had been sent: 

“The President's reply to my ‘ ugly let- 
ter.’ This lay’on his table a month after it 
was written, and when-finally sent was by 
a special conveyance, with the direction 
that it was only to be given to me when I 
was in a good humor.'” 


Gold in a Dry River Bed. 


But there is another source of Cour 
@’Aléne placer gold, even more potent than 
the decomposing ledges with which the coun- 
try is bound together, and that is the old 
wash. Beginning near Raven and running 
down on the sidehill north of Murray and 
Eagle City, clear across the North Fork, 
and still on the westward for an unknown 
distance, is the old wash. What the stream 
that created it, whence its source, or whith- 
er it flowed, no man knows. Perhaps prime- 
val man floated his boat upon its waters and 
with his stone weapons endeavored to slay 
the mastodon resting beneath the shade of 
the tropic verdure that lined its banks. 

Everything regarding the era of nature 
of the stream flowing there is mere conjec- 


. ture, but some things regarding it are well 


known. One is that it was a stream of no 
mean proportions, For a quarter of a mile 
in width the bedrock is covered with the 
rounded gravel washed smooth by its wa- 
ters during the ages that it existed, and 
even after the countless years since its 
springs dried up at their source or some 
convulsion of nature turned it into other 
channels, haye been washing the easily 
rolled stones down the mountain sides, 
which are still 125 feet in depth—perhaps 
more in places. Another thing certain about 
the old river is that its source was far away 
beyond the Cceur d’Aléne Mountains or the 
Bitter Roots, that hedge them on the east, 


. for in great quantities among the gravel 


now choking its old bed are huge bowlders 
of a rock that fis entirely foreign to this re- 
gion. Resembling a mixture of‘tandstone 
and quartz, if such a mixture can be im- 
agined, it is a rock that is unmistakable, 
and nowhere within more than 100 miles 
around is it found in any place except the 
channels of present or prehistoric streams. 

Another thing known regarding the old 
river, more potent than all else, except, 
perhaps, to the student, is the fact that it 
traversed a country interspersed with gold 
bearing ledges, parts of which are picked 
up and brought down with its gravel. Every 
where that the old channel has been cut i 
has been found rich in gold. Many of the 
smaller guiches about Murray were rich 
up to the point where they had been cut 
through the old channel, and above it their 
gravel was barren of the yellow metal. 

The most economical way to handle this 
old wash was by hydraulic mining, but wa- 
ter was too scarce for more than a few to 
do this, and many others have taken the 
slower way of drifting. With gravel spread- 
ing from 50 to 500 yards in width and varying 
from 5 to 150 feet in depth, probably one- 
half of the gold would lie in a strip a rod 
wide and within five feet of bedrock. So, 
while the hydraulic miners would proceed 
to move the whole mass, wash it down the 
hill, and sift out every particle of gold, the 
drift miner has taken his more laborious 
method and none the less surely secured for 
himself a competence if he possessed the 
faculty of saving what came into his hands, 
—Spokane Review.

RUBS IT INTO ILLINOIS. 


REPUBLICAN NATIONAL LEAGUE 
GIVES CHICAGO NOTHING. 


Dowling Easily Re-elected and Omaha 
Wins the Next Convention Hands 
Down-—Governor: Tanner Says He 
Accomplished What He Went For 
and Goes Home Happy in the Defeat 
ef Ora E. Chapin for the Secretary- 
ship—W.R. Payne Both Sad and Mad. 


Detroit, Mich., July 15.—[{Special.]—M. J. 
Dowling was elected Secretary of the Na- 
tional Republican league by a large ma- 
jority, Omaha secured the convention for 
next year with comparative ease, Illinois 
got nothing; but Governor Tanner’s forces 
say they accomplished that which brought 
them- here, the defeat of Ora E. Chapin, 
Henry Hertz’s candidate for Secretary, and 
have gone home happy. 

On the other hand, William R. Payne is 
sad and mad. He went into the closing ses- 
sion this morning more than confident 
Chapin would come out a winner, and made 
a bitter nominating speech. 

* Chicago does not want the convention,” 
he shouted, * because the old league mem- 
bers here from Illinois are not asking for it. 
Only a few paid emissaries of men who ex- 
pect to reap something’ in the way of gain 
by having you come to Chicago are making 
this fight. We are not under the lash of 
John R. Tanner, and he can’t put us there. 
He'may remain the arch enemy of McKin- 
ley’s administration, but he can’t whip me 
into line.’’ 

Inasmuch as U. 8. Glick has been in De- 
troit since last Saturday with A. S. Gage, 
working hard to get Chicago selected as the 
place for next year’s convention, he took 
Mr. Payne’s remarks about paid emissaries 
as having especial reference to him, and he 
did not appreciate the thrust a little. bit. 
It was reported he represented the’ Hotel- 
keepers’ association. But Mr. Glick’s 
friends hotly resent this imputation, and de- 
clare his motives were absolutely un- 
selfish and solely in the interest of the 
league. He believes that one annual gath- 


ering of this organization in Chicago, where 


the newspapers could exploit its doings in 
& manner that would attract attention, 
would do more good than all else combined. 


Work Against Illinois. 


But ex-President Woodmansee and the 
Ohio delegation kept up the same tactics 
adopted in the. election of a new President 
yesterday, and connived in all sorts of ways 
against everything the Illinois people out- 
side the Hertz faction wanted. To throw 
off suspicion, however, they put up a Mich- 
igan man in the person of Fred Blakely, 
Detroit, for the Secretaryship. The scheme 
was, and it went through, to vote for him 
on roll call, and then before the result could 


_be announced change to Chapin. It worked 


nicely, but humiliated Blakely and did 
Chapin no good. Both these young men 
were repudiated by their own States. 

Prior to the opening of today's session the 
Michigan delegation met in caucus, dis- 
cussed the proposition to present Blakely’s 
name, and decided not to do so. In the face 
of this Ohio was determined to victimize 
the young man in order to give Mr. Dowling 
a slap and at the same time rebuke Illinois. 
The animus of the whole thing so far as 
Dowling is concerned was based, so it is 
said, upon a supposition that he is not en- 
thusiastic enough in his support of the 
McKinley administration. So in his speech 
of acceptance he took occasion to strike 
back just a little. He did it in this way: 

“I believe in indorsing President McKin- 
ley’s administration so long as it is right. 
But when he is wrong he should be criticised. 
I am not one of those who believe in shout-: 
ing and waving the flag for any man simply 
because he is in office. If he carries out the 
will of the people who electéd him then he 
deserves and should and undoubtedly will 
receive their praises. If he does not. why ho 
subjects himself to deserved criticism.” 


Dowling'’s Easy Victory. 


It was plainly apparent from the start 
that Dowling had the convention with nim. 
His nomination was seconded by a dozen 
States, including Illinois. Ira C. Copley 
gaid: **‘ Ninety per cent of the Illinois dele- 
gation refuses to be lashed into line by the 
other 10 per cent and will vote for Mr. 
Dowling.” 

He was getting back at Payne. The crowd 
appreciated the thrust and cheered Mr. 
Copley vigorously. Out of 1,687 votes cart, 
Dowling got 1,289, Chapin 360, and Blakely 


38. 

The hot fight of the day-was over the ques- 
tion of place. As chairman of the commit- 
tee having that matter in charge, Governor 
Barns of Oklahoma reported that, after a 
hard struggle, the committee, with only one 
dissenting voice, had agreed to recommend 
Omaha. 

But subsequent developments showed Mr. 
Barns was somewhat mistaken, for there 
were two minority reports, “ne recommend- 
ing Chicago, signed by the committeemen . 
from Illinois, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and New 
YoFk, and the other with two signatures, 
recommending Baltimore. 

Desperate efforts were made to push 
through the majority report without con- 
sidering the claims of any other town than 
Omaha, and this started an exciting 
wrangle. 

Baitimore’s Bill of Fare. 


J. Cook Boyd put in the minority report for 
Baltimore and made a ringing speech. He 
said the delegates should have’ terrapin 
soup, softshell crabs, and oysters right off 
the bay if they would only come to his town. 
“ We will not give one cent,”’ he continued, 
“to get the convention, but will spend $25, v00 
entertaining you if you will only come.’ 

J. H. Paddock offered the report for 
Omaha, but made no pledges in connection 
therewith. Then followed numerous mo- 
tions to lay on the table, refer to the Ex-., 
ecutive committee, and send back to the 
Committee on Time and Place, but the one 
that prevailed was the roll should be called 
and let each State vote for the city of its 
choice. This left it a free-for-all race and 
Dallas, Tex., came in. D. H. Atwell said 
they raised everything down in that State,

Charles Green mounted the platform and 
talked both long and loud for Omaha, say- 
ing among other things he wanted the

Omaha Wins Hands Down. 


With the Cities of Omaha, Baltimore, Chi- 
cago, Dallas, and Atlanta before the con- 
vention, a roll call by States was ordered.

Indiana,  Mary- 
land, Michigan, Mississippi, Ohio, and West 
Virginia voted for Baltimore, while Dallas 
collared Texas. Chicago got Illinois, Min- 
nesota, and Vermont solid, and parts of 
Kentucky, Louisiana, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, and Tennessee. The other 
parts of these States went to Omaha. The 
first ballot gave Omaha 1,097 votes, Balti- 
more 244, and Chicago 188. 

The selection of Omaha was made unani- 
mous.

EXPORTS EXCEED PREVIOUS 5 RECORDS 


‘Not Fiven in 1892 Were the Value of 
| Shipments So Great as in the 
Last Year. 


Washington, D. C., July 15.—The monthly 
statement of the exports and imports of the 
United States, issued today by the Bureau 
of Statistics, makes the remarkable showing 
that never before in the history of the coun- 
try have the exports of merchandise, which 
includes practically all the exports except 
gold and silver, reached so high a figure as 
during the fisca) year ending June 30, 1897, 
nor has the excess of exports over imports 
ever been so large. The only time these fig- 
ures were approactied was in 1892, when the 
United States was making heavy shipments 
of grain to feed Europe's suffering from a 
series harvests.

Total exports of domestic and foreign mer- 
chandise, $1,051,987,001, as compared with 
$882,606,938 for 1896. The total imports of 
merchandise during the fiscal year just 
closed amounted to $764,373,905, of which 
$351 ,932,605 was free of duty. The total im- 
ports were about $15,350,000" less than last 
year, and the excess of exports over im- 
ports for the year was $287,613,186. This is 
an excess of about $185,000,000 over last 
year, and an excess of about $23,000,000 over 
any previous year. 

The figures for June also show an impor- 
tant gain. The domestic exports of mer- 
chandise during that month amounted to 
$72,866,880, a gain over June, 1896, of $8,000,- 
000. The imports for June amount to $84,- 
826,110, as compared with $56,163,740 for 
June, 1896. The exports of gold, including 
ores, for the fiscal year 1897 amounted to 
| $40, 359,780, as compared with $112,400,947 
™ 1896. The imports of gold amounted to 
$85,013,575, an increase of about $51,500,000 
over 1896. The exports of silver during 1807 
amounted to $61,046,688 and the imports 
$20,533,227. The excess of gold imports over 
exports, therefore, was $44,653,795, and the 
excess of silver exports over imports $31,- 
413,411. Never before has the silver move- 
ment, both export and import, reached so 
high a figure.

| TROOPS IN SHAM BATTLE. 


MIMIC WARFARE WAGED TO ENTER- 
TAIN GOVERNOR TAN NER. 
Chief Executive and His Staff Review 

the Illinois National Guard at 
Camp Lincoln and the State Troops 
Make a Fine Showing~—Soldier Boys 
Devote the Afternoon to a Lively 

-‘Imftation of an Armed Conflict Be- 
tween Opposing Forces. 


Camp Lincoln, Springfield, Ill., July 
[Special.]—Thursday is always “ Governor’s 
day,” and shortly after 10 the Second Bat- 
talion of infantry, Major Tolman, accom- 
panied by the magnificent First Infantry 
band, went to the east gate to receive his 
Excellency, the Governor of the State of 
IHinois. At 10:30 he ived, accompanied 
_by a brilliantly uniformed staff, and was re- 
Chief ’’ and a salute of seventeen guns. He 
overlooking the rifie range, and shortly after 
proceeded to the parade grounds, where the 
First Infantry and the Ninth Battalion 
were drawn up in line to: pay the honors to 
the Chief Magistrate of the great Prairie 
State. The Governor was escorted by 
Lieutenant Colonel Lauman, First Infantry, 
and accompanied by the following officers: 


Eben Swift, Fifth United States Cavalry; 
Lieutenant I. M. T. Partell, Fifth 
J. > 
Reece, Acting Adjutant General J. B. Smith, 
Colonel J. R. B. Van Cleave, Inspector Gen- 
eral; Colonel H. 8. Dietrich; Colonel R. 
Smith, Flora; Colonel I. H. Lesem, Quincy; 
Colonel 8. McKnight, Chicago; Colonel Wiil- 
iam Crilley, Chicago; Staff and Lieutenant 
C. E. Smith, A. D. C.¢ Flora. 

The cavalcade galloped from the right 
down the front of the line and passed in the 
rear to right again. There the tall Drum 
Major gave the signal, and the march past 
began. It was led by Company M, “ Switz- 
er’s Indians,” who have justly earned the 
title of being the best drilled company in 
Illinois. Fresh from the glories of Nash- 
ville, they came by in elegant line, fol- 
lowed by D, G, and F, all under Major San- 
born, and A, C, K, and L. 

After the infantry had left the field the 
Gatlings passed in review at a trot and 
then at a gallop. The light pieces, drawn 
by four powerful horses, bounded over the 
ground and made a most inspiring picture. 

Troops in Sham Battle. 

One of the events of the day from a milli- 
tary point of view was the battle exercise 
in the afternoon atthe range. At 2 o'clock 
Major Buckner, accompanied by Lieutenant 
Partello, moved his troops to the rifle butts, 
a mile north of camp. Captain Thomas’ 
company was sent: to the left, and Captain 
Marshall’s, under command of Lieutenant 
Van Pelt, to the right. Captains Jackson 
and Hunt held the center. All lay down and 
waited for Colonel Turner to attack. He 


‘came, and came soon. The view from Buck- 


ner’s position was superb. The headquar- 
ters on the hill, with the trees and buildings 
of the camp, were visible, while in the back- 
ground rose the dome of the State House 
and Lincoln’s monument. A few skirmish- 
ers were seen on the left, and in a short 
time they had crossed Mud Creek on pon- 
toon bridges, made early this morning by a 
corps of ten under Major Boyer. In a little 
while the brush was swarming with them, 
while a few climbed into the trees.

In a few minutes a vigorous fire had 
opened all along the right of Turner.

Thrilling Bayonet Charge. 

‘When the lines were some 200 yards apart 
“ Cease firing '’ was blown, and in less than 
ten seconds firing had ceased. Then the 
First advanced at a run with fixed bayonets, 
and the sight was really thrilling. Twelve 
companies with colors flying and the band 
playing came upon the Ninth, who with — 
equal determination held their greund and 
poured volley after volley at their opponents. 

Then, fearing some might be carried away 
in their excitement, Captain Smith, with his 
horse at full speed, accompanied by Lieu- 
tenant Partello and the Ninth officers, rode 
down the lines and ordered a halt. The 
First stopped and assembled, giving three 
hearty cheers for the Ninth, which was re- 
turned with fervor. 

The tactical dispositions on both sides 
were excellent. During the fight the gat- 
lings on the hill were in action, the reports 
sounding like the angry coughs of some huge 
animal. 

The parades tonight were witnessed by 
the Governor, and were usually very good. 
Lieutenant Colonel Lauman reviewed the 
parade, and after the officers came up the 
regiment marched past en echelon, ,com- 
manded by the first sergeants.

GOVERNOR'S DAY AT CAMP DOUGLAS. 


WisconsIn’s National Guard to Enter- 
tain the Chief Executive and 
His Staff Today.

‘JULY WHEAT LEADING. 


LIVERPOOL ADVANCES SHARPLY ON 
NEARBY FUTURES. | 


Movement of New Wheat Away Below 
Expectations Russian Markets 
Strong on Small Offerings from the 
Interior—Talk of Shipments to the 
Argentine Republic—Rush of Buy- 
ing Orders in Provisions at the 
Opening—Corn and Oats Neglected, 


Strength in the nearby delivery, not only 
domestic but foreign as well, was the feature 
in yesterday's wheat market. In the local 
market July wheat miade an advance of 2c, 
closing at T4c, the best price of the session, 
as against T2c the previous day. Liverpool 
closed with July up 1%d. It was not entire- 
ly clear which was cause and which was 
effect, but the cables were considered an im- 
portant element tn the strength displayed by 
the market. Liverpool cables were all high- 
er. The opening cables were up sufficiently 
to make thee morning curb market excited, 
and the official opening for September was 
right at the price of calls. The private 
cables were all decidedly bullish and 
there were suggestions of good foreign buy- 
ing at the seaboard, here, and at the South- 
west. One private cable from a prominent 
Liverpool house quoted the Russian market 
as strong on reduced offerings from in- 
terior points. The Liverpool market was 
somewhat irregular in its advances, as 
shown by the closing figures. The sharpest 
advance was in spbt No. 1 Northern, which 
was up 2d, or the equivalent of 3c a bu. 
July was up 14d, September 1d, and Decem- 
ber only %d. Paris was up 20 to 30 centimes 
since Saturday. Antwerp was lower, but 
Antwerp bids at St. Louis were raised, while 
those at New York were slightly lowered. 
Clearances were equivalent to 274,000 bu, as 
against 323,000 bu received at primary 
points. Northwestern receipts were 259 
cars, against 234 a week ago and 282 a year 
ago. 


Local Receipts Continue Small, 

Local receipts were only 11 cars, 5 of 
which were new wheat, with 87,000 bu in- 
spected out of store. The disinclination to 
buy wheat based on the July delivery seems 
to be keeping the cash wheat buyers out of 
the market. The prices paid for carlots is 
the best possible indication of the excellent 
demand for new wheat arriving. Fancy 
No. 2 hard wheat broyght 68%c and fancy 
No. 8 red 70c. The speculative market was 
slightly nervous, and some of the announce- 
ments were of the kind which develop on 
an excited market. The report from New 
‘York that 150,000 bu of wheat had been 
taken for the Argentine Republic was a 
suggestion of carrying coals to Newcastle, 
which was taken on faith. On the advance 
early in the day there was heavy selling 
against calls and what appeared to be free 
liquidation by holders who had profits. The 
market slowly worked down until September 
wheat sold at 67%c. The rally during the 
latter part of the session was prompt, and 
the undertone of the market was shown by 
the rapidity with which the market more 
— recovered the loss of two hours’ trad- 
ng. | 

There was a rush of buying orders in the 
provision market at the opening, and the 
high prices of the day were made right at 
the start. Early figures showed an advance 
overnight of 10c on pork, Sc on lard, and 
‘Tec on ribs.

If the Western union carries out its threatened 
policy of reduction on preferred business in 
Milwaukee President James of the Northwestern 
National states that the same policy as outlined 
in the instructions to agents sent out today will 
be promptly adopted in this city.

Chairman Caldwell of

these excursion tickets. 

He ts clothed with full power to take what- 
ever action he deems best, and he announced 
yesterday to the railroad officiais he met 
that unless the roads agreed not to pay com- ~ 
missions on business received, and ugreed 
also to allow no stopover cast of the Cali- 
fornia line, all-of the roads would be an- 
thorized to make these concessions. If all 
the railroads make these concessions no ad- 
vantage will be gained by any one road, 

In the event of roads continuing to pay 
commissions, a flat rate will be put in ef.« 
fect by other railroads, which will be $25, 
less the amount pald as commissions. This 
would necessitate a similar reduction on the 
part of the roads which are now the offend- - 
ers, and unless a further commission was 
paid would give them no’ advantage over 
their competitors. 

The Missouri Pacific and the Colorado Mid« 
land, it is claimed, have not only paid vom- 
missions, but have given stopover privileges 
not authorized in the agreement between the 
roads. For the last three days an effort has 
been made to get General Passenger Agent 
Townsend of the Missouri Pacific to make 
some sort of a statement regarding the 
course which would be pursued by his road,

Hundreds of nickel-in-the-slot 
went out of business yesterday, temporarily 
at least, and saloonkeepers and cigar deal- 
ers are now regretting the loss of the daily 
revenue derived: from the money making 
devices. 

The order of Chief of Police Kipley, in- 
structing his men throughout the city to 
see to the removal or destruction of the 
machines, was generally carried out. The 
police bulletin, which is-furnished every 
day to each policeman in the city, contained 
the order, and, in addition, the men were 
ordered by their immediate superiors to 
notify all saloonkeepers or cigar men to 
remove the machines. or submit to thé con- 
sequences of a prosecution. - 

Throughout yesterday and late into the 
night policemen traveling their beats called 
at all places and announced that the Chief's 
orders would be enforced to the lette~. In 
nearly all cases the machines were stowed 
away out of sight. 

At Lansing’s, Riddich’s, Kelly & Malloy’s, 
The Grand, and other places prominent 
along Clark street the order was obeyed.
